'heathens' turn out to be customers for 
our oils, our muslins ana our machinery. 
They seem to prefer our machinery to our 
religion. They will pay for our merchan- 
dise, but they will not accept our re- 
ligion as a gift. The commercial trav- 
eler can convert them to our views as to 
what is comfortable, convenient and use- 
ful much 
easier than 
our theological 


travelers can convert them to the belief 
that all their ancestors (whom, as a rule, 
they worship) were totally "depraved and 
knew nothing of the principles 
of re- 


ligionft. Imagine, if you can, the coming 
to America of some learned heathen to 
tell us that the Pilgrim Fathers, Roger 
Williams, George Whitefield, Channlng, 
Theodore Parker 
and Phillips Brook: 


were totally depraved and unworthy of 
our respect and confidence. Suppose that 
the nation to whom this heathen 
be- 


longed should demand that wa extend to 
this offensive person protection and facil- 
ities for carry! .ig on a campaign of edu- 
cation, at the same time intimating that 
if such aid- was not 
forthcoming we 


might expect the demand to t%- followed 
by a naval demonstration. I will not at- 
tempt to picture the result. 


"It" I read the signs of the times aright, 


the masses of this Nation are more inter- 
ested in the "open door" for merchandise 
than for Bibles and hymn books. 
We 


have -an advanced civilization, but it is 
more distinctly commercial than religious. 
Our religious enthusiasm has 
been at- 


tended with but meager success, on the 
contrary, it has involved . us in much 
trouble. For the sake o£ our commerce, 
our impertinence has been endured, but it 
has at last resulted in bloodshed, and the 
end is not yet. For one, I am of the 
opinion that we have much more to be 
proud of in our commercial civilization 
than in our religious. In our commerce 
we have not been afraid of progress; we 
have distinguished ourselves in the field 
of invention and manufacture. We have 
not up to this time developed a religion 
suitable for export. We have not ac- 
quired a religion winch has produced an 
ideal civilization. If, therefore, we have 
not proved the perfection of our religion, 
by its results upon our lives, In the name 
of humanity, I ask, what right have we 
to impose that religion upon other na- 
tions? It is a * travesty upon common 
sense and an insult to religion to enforce 
a gospel of love and brotherhood with 
battleships and bullets. Let na becomo 
educational ajid commercial missionaries. 
In these useful departments of human 
activity we are competent to help and el- 
evate. What religious enthusiasm cannot 
do for us commerce has done, since it 
has made as citizens of the world."

"The Health Officers have a right, iin 
such case, to temporarily subject all per- 
sons in the place to the regulations for 
the protection of the public and they 
may take such measures ay they may 
deem necessary and prudent. 


"From the foregoing I conclude and so 


advise you .that there is no liability on 
the part of the city In this case, because 
it had -a right to placard and quarantine 
the place.

Swedes io Strike for Suffrage. 


COPENHAGEN-- One of the most re- 


markable popular demonstrations ever 
recorded is on the point of being made 
in Sweden. 


In the last session of Parliament it 


•was decided to introduce universal con- 
scription. 
It was generally expected 


that to equalize the measure -an act 
-would be passed to establish universal 
suffrage, which does not yet obtain in 
S-weden.. 


The hope, however, was vain, and 


the Swedish workmens association, in- 
clig'riant at their disappointed

for hundreds of years. We hear of it 
about the fourteenth or fifteenth century, 
and it was first called "bone lace," owing 
to the fact that sheep's trotters and fish 
bones were used •"• Bobbins. 


Towards the ' 
"f the seventeenth 


century the ln< c 
• -. was much encour- 


aged and rev ^^ uv the prohibition ol! 
the importation oi L.Teign lace, and Buck- 
inghamshire, Dorsetshire and Devonshire 
all contributed 
valuable 
specimens 
of 


their work and employed hundreds of wo- 
men and children in its manufacture, the 
latter county alone containing 1311 wo- 
men and children who made their living 
by lace making. 


A very ancient and primitive method of 


payment was to spread the lace on a 
counter or table, and then cover it with 
shillings; the number with which It was 
covered was the amount given for the 
work. A plan that would hardly answer 
in the present day. At the beginning oC 
the nineteenth century the trade had 
much declined. 


In-adopting lace making as a means of 


earning a livelihood, it is important to 
commence when quite young, before the 
fingers become stiff, and it teaches valu- 
able lessons of neatness, cleanliness and 
precision. 
It is delightful 
employment 


for an Invalid; the "pillow," being light, 
can easily be moved anywhere, and the 
work does not Injure the eyesight.. Very 
few lessons are necessary to acquire this 
art, practice and patience being the prin- 
cipal ingredients needed. Some excel'etit 
specimens of work have been done after 
six lessons only.
